Gov, Lee was in Lyochburg jyesterday
afternoca Lo attend a meetiog of the board
of trustees of the Houthern colored orphan
asylum to be built near that city. He said
the movement was a good one, and be hoped
it would succeed. "By taking these young
orphans and raising them under proper io-

fluence,” continued the Governor, “lbey
may grow op to be useful citizens and do
some good in the world, especially among
their own race, For this reason theschems
may exlist the sympathies, If not the active
aid, of meny right thinkiog people.” Branch-
ing out on the race (nestion in its political
veariogs, he added : "I am sorry to see the
two races drifiiog apart in Virginie, bat that
is the uomistaksbie lendency. Tbey are
getliog fartner apart every year, and there
seews to be no hope of ever re establishing
sordial and kindly relations between them.
This is chiefly the fanlt of the colored pec-
ple, and they will be the chief sufferers by
it. By their persistent political bostility to
the better elemenls of the white populs-
tion they are driviog off the only peo

pla who can belp them—the white tax pay-
ers of the Btate. The latter are already
growing restive under the great burden of
pegro education eod criminal expenses,
which amount Lo &p €normous sum anoual-
ly, and for which the white pecple have oo
return and see no good re.ults, The ae-
uoal outlay for negro education underthe
public school 8system smounid to $340 000,
ninety per cent of which is paid by white
tsxpayers. [oaddition there are the Hamp-
ton Normal School and Petersburg Iostitute,
both of which receive large yearly appro

priatione. Now, when you add to thie the
cast of the colored ineane asylum at Petere-
borg, $140,000 a year, and the crim-
inal expenses of over $220,000 eighty
per cent. of which ia for colored crimingly,
you can readily see that it rusa up lo au
enormous total, the inequality of which as
regards the white people ig very sensible,
and nnder which, s I said, they are grow-
ing very restive, I repeat that I regret to
see this widening gap between the racea, but
I see no remedy for it as long as the colored
people es & mass pureue their present politi-
cal courge and remain wilfully blicd to a
proper recognition of what the white people
heve dope snd are etill dolog for them in the
respects above mentioned.”

Twombley was slightly ic |ared as he jump-
ed from the eogive. Twombley saye he did
not nolice Lbe train standivg at South Ea
glewood until it was too Iate for him to
avert the trouble. Hesays "l reversed my
engzine, put on the vecuum brake but it was
all too late, and sfter biddiog my fireman
jump for bis life, I jumped myself.”

Train Robbers
